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Impact of Green Ridge House Opening 
On GHI Membership Concerns Board

At the Greenbelt Homes Board of Directors meeting on Febru¬ 
ary 22, six members worked through an agenda laced with a vari¬ 
ety of housekeeping chores. (Directors Virginia Moryadas and 
Stephen Polaschik were absent. Director James Foster arrived 
late in full Army Reserve uniform from an official function.) 

Green Ridge House 

Board members are concerned a- 
bout problems which may arise as 
elderly members move into Green 
Ridge House. With occupancy of 
the city's 100-unit elderly housing 
facility expected to take place dur¬ 
ing the next two months, GHI does 
not yet know how many of its own 
members will be accepted into the 
building. Interviewing of appli¬ 
cants is not yet complete. Both 
state (Community Development Ad¬ 
ministration) and federal (Housing 
and Urban Development) officials 
must okay the final list before po¬ 
tential residents can be notified of 
their approval. Persons chosen may 
then have as little as a week to ten 
days to “take it or leave it,” as 
board member Wayne Williams 
pointed out. 

One member, unsure of his decis¬ 
ion, has expressed a desire to sub¬ 
lease his GHI house in case he 
wishes to return to it 

With some caution, the board a- 
greed to allow this member to rent 
his unit for not more than one year. 

“We would like to give people the 
chance to go over there and see 
(whether they like it) and not have 
to make all their decisions at once,” 
said a sympathetic board president 
James Smith. “But I am concern¬ 
ed about putting off selling in a 
time of inflation. A year from now 
the house will be more costly to 
the new member.” Smith also spec¬ 
ulated that it might he unwise psy¬ 
chologically to give such an option. 

“Perhaps,” he said, “they need to 
know they have to be happy where 
they are going. ” He was also re¬ 
luctant to set a trend: “this may 
not be the only request of this kind; 
there may be others.” Smith did not 
want to see very many sales post¬ 
poned for one year. 

Williams agreed: “We should con¬ 
sider each case as it arises, on an 
individual basis and not set a pol¬ 


icy.” 

“I suspect you’ll have a number 
of GHI members moving to Green 
Ridge House,” said member Charles 
Schwan. “They will be moving at a 
time when the sale of GHI homes 
is quite difficult . . . (because of 
limited financing available). This 
is a problem that has concerned the 
city’s Elderly Housing Advisory 
Committee (EHAC) and the Coun¬ 
cil. Council hopes that GHI will 
give all due consideration” to the 
individuals involved, said Schwan, 
who as a city councilman also 
serves as council’s liaison to EHAC. 

Smith called on “management to 
interview (prospective Green Ridge 
House residents), carefully weigh 
each situation, and be rather con¬ 
servative in its recommendations to 
the board.” 

Heating Formula 

The board unanimously agreed to 
waive the usual extra heating 
charge for the addition to the home 
of member Robert Wilhide. In a 
decision which the board feels it 
is unlikely to repeat, it recognized 
a unique situation. Wilhide has in¬ 
stalled storm and thermopane win¬ 
dows and completely insulated his 
frame home including the addition, 
which is electrically heated. Thus 
not only is he not using extra GHI 
heat for his addition, he is using 
less GHI heat* for his basic unit. 

The board felt it was on less firm 
ground, however, when it came to 
adoption of the heating formula for 
additions in general. The Engin¬ 
eering and Maintenance (E & M) 
Committee's hew formula had been 
referred to management for recom¬ 
mendations. General Manager Roy 
Breashears reported that “manage¬ 
ment has reviewed the formula and 
is satisfied . . However, he called 
for a delay in implementation. GHI 
expects to bring all units up to spe¬ 
cified standards — both basic struc¬ 
tures and all additions — during 


Washington’s Birthday Marathon

Chris Mason, Alexander Barnes 
and Marty Greenbaum had some¬ 
thing in common. Mason won the 
18th Annual Washington’s Birthday 
Marathon, one of the oldest in the 
country, in the good time for the 
weather conditions of 2 hours 26 
minutes and 41 seconds, only 4 
minutes and 27 seconds over the 
course record. Barnes finished with 
one of the best times he has run in 
recent years and Greenbaum was 
happily finishing his 12th Beltsville 
marathon. All three runners fin¬ 
ished in good shape in relatively 
fast times. 

Not so the majority of the 372 
starters and 242 finishers who were 
out on the freezingly cold course 
much longer, some as long as five 
hours. It might be said that the 
weather and the survival of the 
runners was the main story, not the 
times in the race, as is common in 
most races. 

Although Greenbelt has at least 
12 active marathoners and mqst 
had signed up for the race, in \ a 
rare show of wisdom they opted to 
run another day, Alexander 
Barnes ran one of his best races in 
recent years, finishing 44th in 2:58: 
56, beating the 3-hour barrier goal 
of all marathoners. He also was 
fifth in his age group. Barnes was 
finishing his 8th Beltsville mara¬ 
thon and his 22nd marathon, in¬ 
cluding 4 Boston marathons. 

Marty Greenbaum, a long time 
resident of Greenbelt but recently 


living in Largo, Md., finished 124th 
in 3:24:48 over 19 minutes over his 
best time. Greenbaum has finished 
more Beltsville marathons than any 
local runner, with 12 to his credit 
out of 28 regular marathons and 3 
super marathons (36 and 50 milersj. 

This marathan had probably the 
worst running conditions of the 18 
years. 1972 was bad, as a heavy 
wind made a low wind chill factor, 
but this year the 10 degree F. tem¬ 
perature turned the water in the 
cups offered to the runners into 
ice and icicles appeared on every 
face. The unlucky or untrained 
runner was out there 4 or 5 hours. 
The Prince Georges Red Cross unit 
and some doctor- runners may have 
prevented any serious cases of 
frost bite and hypothermia (the 
body’s inability to cope with cold). 

The Greenbelt JAYCEES spon¬ 
sored this marathon as they have 
for some years and provided valua¬ 
ble sentry duty at intersections to 
protect the runners. The Glenn 
Dale Civic Association members 
and Boy Scouts did the same along 
Spring Field Road, as well as man¬ 
ning the water station. Three police 
organizations provided protection 
from auto traffic, the County, Park 
and Agricultural police. The Green¬ 
belt Recreation Department offered 
hot showers to out of town runners. 

When the Blizzard of 1979 star¬ 
ted, 3 runners were still on the 
course, but only 10 minutes away 
from finishing. 


the initial stage of rehabilitation, 
he explained. The corporation will 
then assume the responsibility for 
all additions (something it does not 
now do) and charge for heat ac¬ 
cording to a formula not yet de¬ 
veloped. 

If the board adopted a new heat¬ 
ing formula now, it would prob¬ 
ably have to be changed in three 
to six months, Breashears caution¬ 
ed. “There are many questions that 
are before the board with regard 
to insulation of additions that will 
have to be settled . . . before a ba¬ 
sic formula . . . will apply fairly 
to all members,” he said. Therefore, 
he called for a moratorium on any 
new additions. 

The majority of the board felt no 
need for a moratorium, however. 
“We don't want to increase their 
costs by delaying construction,” 
Smith argued. 

“If there are any new additions 
built now, they must meet the spe¬ 
cifications in the rehabilitation plan. 
We can give them those require¬ 
ments on storm windows and R- 
values for insulation,” added board 
member Bobbi McCarthy. 

“Let's push management to get 
these specs,” insisted Smith. The 
one question still open, he said, was 
siding. Siding for both new and ex¬ 
isting additions will have to match 
whatever new siding is used in the 
rehabilitation program, Smith ex¬ 
plained. 

Board member Margaret Hogen- 
sen supported management’s call 
for a moratorium. She offered a 
motion that “no new additions be 
approved until we decide on siding.” 

Opposing any delay, however, 
Smith argued, “We could approve 
an addition tonight and tell the 
member the siding will have to he 
one of three materials and the de¬ 
cision will have to be made by 
April 1.” The motion failed. 

The many variables involved did 
convince the board to delay any 
change in the heating formula un¬ 
til' the next heating season and the 
next budget. 

Member Del. Reynolds, who also 
has an addition and has asked for 
relief from the extra heating charge, 
was disappointed. “We asked for

750 Sign Petitions Opposing 
Rezoning for Parcels 3 and 4

Although the Prince Georges County Council, sitting as Dis¬ 
trict Council, is not expected to act on rezoning petitions for Par¬ 
cels 3 and 4 until 1980, Greenbelt citizens have geared into action 
to oppose the rezoning of 10.2 acres of land from rural residential 
(R-R) to townhouses (R-T: up to 10 units an acre). The parcels 
(Lemer, Ammerman and Reiner, trustees) are located along the 
northern border of Greenbelt on the east and west, respectively, 
of Research Road. 


Irene Hensel, chairperson of a 
petition drive opposing the rezon¬ 
ing applications, presented petitions 
with 750 names to the city council 
on February 26. The petition drive 
was conceived at the February 1 
meeting of the Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. Ad Hoc committee, chaired by 
Director Roberta McCarthy. The 
Ad Hoc committee meeting was 


After The Big Snow 

Greenbelt is gradually returning 
to normal following what will un¬ 
doubtedly become the legendary 
“Washington's Birthday Snow 
Storm,” according to Assistant City 
Manager Dennis Piendak. Accum¬ 
ulation throughout the city was 
close to two feet. 

“Throughout the emergency, city 
personnel performed admirably, ac¬ 
complishing their duties in a highly 
efficient manner and doing every¬ 
thing that was asked * of them. 
Praise is in order,” Piendak said. 

A financial tabulation of the cost 
of this and other storms this winter 
is continuing, but costs are far in 
excess of budget allocations. Pien¬ 
dak estimated that the city will be 
spending over double the amount 
budgeted for clearing winter snow 
and ice and repairing numerous 
potholes with cold-mix. 

Refuse collections were delayed 
until Thurs., Feb. 22, because few 
employees could make it in to work, 
trash cans were buried under the 
snowdrifts and trucks could not 
drive through most streets. Twen¬ 
ty tons of salt was delivered and 
the city had approximately thirty 
tons on hand. Two snow plows 
were broken, but kept in service. 
One truck is out of service due to 
a snow-related breakdown. All a- 
vailable equipment was used to get 
the city back to normal, including a 
bulldozer and truck loader. 

Recreation Department 

Due to the snow storm, recrea¬ 
tion centers opened at noon every 
day last week. Snowbound chil¬ 
dren and adults sought relief from 
“cabin fever” in the gyms and mul¬ 
ti-purpose rooms. 

Most winter class programs were 
postponed with many impromptu 
special events taking their places. 
Contests for snowmen creations 
and snowball battles were popular 
with all ages.

called to get membership input 
on parcels 3 and 4. Hensel said 
the drive is continuing and she 
would welcome volunteers to circu¬ 
late petitions. 

Also going on record against the 
rezoning were Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. (GHI), the citys' Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) and Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(see stories in February 22 issue) 
and the Board of the Lakeside Citi¬ 
zens Association. The general 
theme was “Greenbelt needs single- 
family homes.” 

F. Anthony McCarthy pointed out 
that there “are less than 5% single¬ 
family homes in Greenbelt” He 
spoke of the need to increase this 
ratio to accommodate families who 
require more space, want to stay 
in Greenbelt, but cannot do so be¬ 
cause of the lack of free-standing 
homes. 

Eileen Peterson, speaking on be¬ 
half of the Board of the Lakeside 
Citizens Association, urged the 
“city council and all the citizens of 
Greenbelt to actively oppose rezon¬ 
ing of Greenbelt's remaining unde¬ 
veloped areas, where that rezoning 
is away from single-family, free¬ 
standing homes” 

Disclosure 

Eunice Coxon, 9 Research, asked 
council” ... if, perhaps, the time 
has not come for the council to re¬ 
quire by ordinance or otherwise 
that the members of . . . (APB) . . . 
follow the same disclosure rules as 
outlined in the code for' members 
of the city council, as far as land 
ownership or interest is concerned.” 

She was apparently reacting to a 
report in the February 22 News 
Review' that APB Chairman Don¬ 
ald Volk, and APB member Mary 
Clarke and councilman Gil Wei- 
denfeld were attempting to pur¬ 
chase the 1.7 acre Parcel 5 from the 
same owners as Parcels 3 and 4. 
The tract is located north of Ridge, 
just to the east of Lastner Lane. 
Negotiations on Parcel 5 were star 
ted about a year ago. The city re¬ 
ceived rezoning petitions on Parcels 
3 and 4 last month. 

The present zoning of Parcel 5 
would allow six to seven single¬ 
family homes, but Volk, Clarke and 
Weidenfeld said they intend to 
build three free standing homes 
for their families. All three have 
stated that they will abstain from 
voting on parcels of land under the 
trusteeship of Lerner, Ammerman 
and Reiner. 

Though she herself is a GHI mem¬ 
ber, Coxon thought there were too 
many GHI members on the APB. 
She said, “My research tells me 
that there are three members of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. on this 7- 
member committee. Most of the 
city, town or county committees 
I have served on have ground rules 
that limit membership to one indi¬ 
vidual per geographical area or or¬ 
ganization.”

“If we readjust the heating for¬ 
mula for units with additions, we 
must redistribute the charges to 
almost everyone/' stated Smith. 

Vj/iliiams agreed. “We cannot ask 
the finance department to jiggle 
payments mid year.” 

Management was warned, though, 
to be prepared before next fall. 
The E&M Committee should be giv¬ 
en information on R-values of in¬ 
sulation used in all existing addi¬ 
tions, said McCarthy. (Reynolds 
and member Bill Stratton both 
claimed this information was ac¬ 
curate and easy, to obtain by using 
an infra-red gun. (GHI expects to 
purchase such a device as part of 
the rehabilitation program, accord¬ 
ing to Breashears.) 

Armed with this information, 
management should be able, said 
McCarthy, to determine how the 
application of any particular for¬ 
mula might affect the overall heat¬ 
ing budget. 

Aesthetics Committee 

The Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee made several recommen¬ 
dations concerning exterior siding 
and window treatment under the 
proposed rehabilitation program: 

Siding: uniform width metal sid¬ 
ing for the frame units, and Dry- 
vit for masonry; problems could be 
handled by committee; selecting of 
siding manufacturer should be bas¬ 
ed on color selection as well as 
cost; and elimination of horizon¬ 
tal trim between 1st and 2nd floors 
of frame units. 

Windows: committee commented 
unfavorably on type of window in¬ 
stalled in the dental units; horizon¬ 
tal lines shorten proportions of 
house; bulk of triple track pro¬ 
trudes; color limited to white; too 
metallic-looking; additional glass to 
clean. Stratton showed the board an 
alternative the committee would 
like to see (instead. They felt the ad¬ 
vantages outweighed the extra cost. 
The same window comes both doub¬ 
le-hung (recommended for frame 
units) and single-hung (masonry); 
thermopane glass (eliminates sec¬ 
ond or storm glass); variety of col¬ 
ors; vertical lines; less to clean. 

“Making these windows avail¬ 
able as an option is reasonable/’ 
commented Schwan, “It is too late 
now to opt for a window that costs 
that much more money or your 
budget figures go right out the 
window/' he said. Stratton and 
committee chairman Ray M-cCawley 
both felt “members are concerned 
about quality.” 

The board will be making these 
kinds of decisions in the coming 
months. 

Odds and Ends 

In other items the board unani¬ 
mously: 

—approved Wednesday, May 23, as 
the date for the Annual Meeting, 
provided the Center School auditor¬ 
ium will be available. 

— approved management’s recom¬ 
mendation to accept the low bid 
from Gardiner C & E for a 30-Watt, 
two-way, communications system. 
Gardiner will provide GHI with a 
base station and three mobile un¬ 
its at a cost of $4419.47. f 
— agreed with the parking commit¬ 
tee to give members priority over 
tenants in the rental of garages. 
Those with no garage will also have 
priority over those who already 
have a garage. Under the new rules 
a member with two garages or a 
tenant with one or two may be 
bumped by a member with no ga¬ 
rage. 

— agreed with the parking commit¬ 
tee to actively pursue the develop¬ 
ment of additional parking spaces 
where the shortage is most acute. 
The board directed management to 
study the six areas proposed by the 
committee. 

—commended employees for the tre¬ 
mendous job they did in plowing 
out drives to GHI’s 168 boiler plants 
after the 24-inch snow fall last 
week, and to two men in particular 
who took turns voluntarily operat¬ 
ing the back-hoe for 50 continu¬ 
ous hours (until it broke down). 

—commended members for their co¬ 
operative help in digging themselv¬ 
es out of the snow. Most court par¬ 
king lots and drives were usable in 
less than 24 hours.
